Parking meter 
rates set to rise 


O Implementation of new rates throughout city could take 
two weeks O Downtown parking meter rate now $3.50 per hour 


Start carrying more coins if you 
plan on leaving your car at a city 
parking meter. 

Effective June 1, the rate to 
park at meters in Edmonton will 
increase by 50 cents per hour. 

The rates went up 50 cents 
last year as well, according to 
the general manager of traffic 
control with the city’s trans¬ 
portation department. 

“We’re tied into the transit 
rate through the Transporta¬ 
tion Master Plan,” said Dave 
Kinsman. “We’re really trying to 
promote alternative modes of 
transportation.” 

Kinsman said the idea is 
to have a high turnover of 
motorists using the meter 
parking, while those staying 
parked for longer use the off- 
street lots. 

The city also needs to stay 
competitive with the off-street 


lots, said Kinsman, adding 
the average cost for off-street 
parking in Edmonton is $5 
per hour in high demand 
areas with an annual increase of 
about 10 per cent. 

Downtown meters are now 
$3.50 an hour, 124 Street and 
Whyte Avenue ones are now $3 
per hour, and ones in Chinatown 
and other outlying areas are 
$2.50 per hour. 

“Overall, we’re trying to 
share the ... cost of running 
the city across taxpayer dollars 
and user fees,” said Coun. Don 
Iveson. “(But) we can’t carry 
on this pace of increase indefi¬ 
nitely.” 

The city is also eying in¬ 
creasing the cost of a parking 
ticket by $25 to offset a provincial 
fee, meaning the cost of a ticket 
could jump to $60.

When it comes to filling up 
at the pump, the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation isn’t 
so sure motorists are aware 
of how much they’re pay¬ 
ing in taxes. 

“I don’t think (Albertans) 
have any idea when they 
look at the price at the 
pump ... that 21 per cent, 
22 per cent of that is gaso¬ 


line tax,” Scott Hennig, Al¬ 
berta director of the CTF, 
said Thursday on the 13th 
Annual Gas Tax Honesty 
Day. 

Michael May lives in 
north Edmonton and com¬ 
mutes just south of the city 
for work, going through 
about a tank and a quarter 
each week. 

He had “no idea” some 
of the $70 he pays for a 
tank is GST on top of 
provincial and federal gas 


taxes. 

When told the CTF 
wants to reduce the tax by 
five cents — or at least 
make it visible on con¬ 
sumers’ bills — May said, 
“It would be nice to know 
where it’s going so it’s not 
going somewhere it should¬ 
n’t be.” 

Hennig said more of the 
money is being put into 
road infrastructure than in 
the past, but that the num¬ 
ber has always fluctuated. 


Axe to grind 


In 2004 , the Conservative 
government stated in a 
news release, “It's time to 
axe the tax on the tax,” ac¬ 
cording to the CTF. 

► More than 100,000 signed 
petitions have been sent to 
Ottawa regarding the gas 
tax over the past decade. 

► CTF says the average two- 
car family will pay about 
$1,100 in gas tax per year.

Edmonton’s most vulnera¬ 
ble homeless now have ac¬ 
cess to services from a 
specialized joint-response 
team operating within the 
inner city. 

The Inner City Police and 
Crisis Team (ICPACT) is a 
partnership between Alber¬ 
ta Health Services (AHS) Ad¬ 
diction and Mental Health 
and the Edmonton Police 
Service (EPS) Downtown Di¬ 
vision. 

It aims to provide earlier 
care to people with mental 
illness and addiction to pre¬ 
vent crisis and reduce crim¬ 
inal behaviour. 

“It gives us the ability to 
start to be proactive instead 
of just reactive,” EPS Insp. 
Ed Keller said. “Many of us 
have the idea that these are 
simple issues, they’re not, 
they are incredibly com¬ 
plex.” 

ICPACT has been active 
since December 2010 and 
has provided early interven¬ 
tion to 106 people, with a 
current load of 19 active 
cases. 

The team eases the ad¬ 
mission of sick individuals 
into psychiatric care or sta¬ 
bilization and makes sure 
they are accessing the serv¬ 
ices available to them. 

“Even though (ICPACT) 
has only been around for a 
few months, we already 
know they’ve had a dramat¬ 


ic impact,” said Mark 
Snaterse, executive director 
of AHS Addiction and Men¬ 
tal Health Edmonton. 

The team is comprised of 
two mental health profes¬ 
sionals and two Edmonton 
Police Service officers.

Experts ponder wildfire’s 
environmental impact 

O More than 400 lots were either levelled or badly damaged in the 
Slave Lake fires O Damage to soil from materials burnt in blaze

The flames have been beat¬ 
en back from Slave Lake in 
northern Alberta. 

But as residents slowly 
return to their fire-scarred 
town, scientists are wonder¬ 
ing about the environmen¬ 
tal legacy of a blaze that 
consumed hundreds of 
homes and businesses — 
and everything in them. 

“If there’s a really heavy 
fire and you burn up plastic 
... you’ll end up with some 
of that residual, partially 
burnt plastic in the soil,” 
said Anne Naeth, a biologist 
and expert in land reclama¬ 
tion at the University of Al¬ 
berta. 

Studies have been done 
on what happens when ma¬ 
terials such as vinyl siding 
are burned, but there’s lit¬ 
tle research on what’s left 
behind from large-scale 
conflagrations. And large- 
scale certainly describes 
what happened in Slave 
Lake. Entire neighbour¬ 
hoods were burned to their 
foundations. Dozens of ve¬ 
hicles were reduced to met¬ 
al skeletons. Gas stations 
exploded. 

“I would expect all sorts 
of nasty toxins, both inor¬ 
ganic and organic,” said 


David Schindler, an ecolo¬ 
gist at the University of Al¬ 
berta. 

“Certainly lots of zinc, 
lead, mercuiy, copper, cad¬ 
mium from burned wiring, 
piping, auto parts, broken 
lights and thermometers; 
dioxins and furans from 
burning tires; PCBs and 


PAHs, probably phthalates 
and polybrominated com¬ 
pounds from other burned 
plastics, upholstery, etc.” 

Many of those com¬ 
pounds, including some of 
the most toxic, are likely to 
dissipate quickly. 

But one of the few stud¬ 
ies done on the environ¬ 


mental impact of wildfires 
in residential areas suggests 
that heavy metals will prob¬ 
ably stick around. The U.S. 
Geological Survey looked 
into what happened after 
fires in southern California 
roared through residential 
developments in 2007.

Student dies after explosion in shop class 


An 18-year-old student at a 
suburban Ottawa high 
school died after a drum 
with oil residue inside ex¬ 
ploded in a shop class 
Thursday. 

Students at Mother Tere¬ 
sa Catholic High School 
identified Eric Leighton as 
the student. 

When paramedics ar¬ 
rived, the student had no 
vital signs, meaning he 


was “clinically dead,” said 
Joe Micucci, director of op¬ 
erations for the Ottawa 
Paramedic Service. 

They were able to revive 
him and the teen was list¬ 
ed in critical condition in 
hospital, but he later died 
Thursday night.

Russia blasts Canada’s 
‘unreal’ Arctic complaints

A senior Russian diplomat 
says the Stephen Harper 
government’s pointed 
public criticisms of his 
country’s motives in the 
Arctic are not grounded in 
reality. 

Russia’s ambassador-at- 
large for Arctic issues, An¬ 
ton Vasiliev, fired back 
Thursday at the frequent 
complaints that Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
and his cabinet ministers 
have levelled at Russia for 
what they see as provoca¬ 
tive behaviour in the Arc¬ 
tic. 

That has included for¬ 
mer foreign minister 
Lawrence Cannon blasting 
a planned Russian para¬ 
chute jump that was to 
take place in April 2010 as 
a “stunt” and an exercise 
in “propaganda.” 

“It could come from 
lack of knowledge of reali¬ 
ty,” Vasiliev said during a 
major conference on 
Canada-Norway-Russia 
Arctic co-operation at Ot¬ 
tawa’s Carle ton University. 

“I think that time and 
reality proves that this is 
all wrong.” 


In an earlier speech to 
about 100 academics, 
diplomats and bureau¬ 
crats, Vasiliev extolled the 
exemplary relationship 
between Russia and Nor¬ 
way, which recently set¬ 
tled a 40-year Arctic 
border dispute. 

He called it an “encour¬ 
aging precedent” for Rus¬ 
sia and Canada. 

The two countries dis¬ 


agree over the undersea 
boundaries of the Arctic 
Ocean, which is thought 
to hold massive deposits 
of oil and gas. 

“Russia and Canada are 
natural partners in the 
Arctic. We have a good 
and dynamic relationship. 
But its potential is enor¬ 
mous,” Vasiliev told the 
conference.

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Neighbours of 
Japanese nuclear 
plant return 


O Two-hour visits first for residents since March 11 
O Towns once thought safe added to evacuation zone 


Donning white protective 
suits, neighbours of 
Japan’s radiation-leaking 
nuclear plant returned 
home Thursday for the 
first time since March, 
when the crisis began. 

They barely had time to 
fill garbage bags with be¬ 
longings and pray at a 
makeshift shrine before 
they had to leave. 

Some residents lit in¬ 
cense in Namie, one of the 
deserted, evacuated towns 
frozen in time since March 
11. Debris is still piled sev¬ 
eral storeys high there, 
with a ship resting precari¬ 
ously atop one heap. 

Tens of thousands of 
people were evacuated 
from towns near the plant 
soon after Japan’s massive 
March 11 earthquake and 
tsunami flooded the 
Fukushima Dai-ichi nu¬ 
clear complex, which then 


began spewing radiation. 
Local officials and nuclear 
experts escorted several 
dozen of them back for a 
two-hour visit, 

“It was just like it was 
when the quake hit,” said 
Anna Talcano, a 17-year- 
old high school student 
from Futaba, home to the 
plant. “It felt very 
strange.” 

Many evacuees from 
the nuclear zone did not 
realize how long the crisis 
would drag on and left 
with only the clothes they 
were wearing and their 
purses or wallets. 

Due to radiation con¬ 
cerns, officials allowed on¬ 
ly two people per 
household to return. 

They gave residents no 
more than one large black 
plastic bag because of 
space restrictions and over 
fears of contamination.

After the disaster 
knocked out cooling sys¬ 
tems at the plant, it suf¬ 
fered explosions, fires and 
spewed radioactive parti¬ 
cles into the air, 

Radiation levels in most 
areas have since declined, 
but are believed to still 
pose potential health haz¬ 
ards if sustained for long 
periods of time. 

Including those left 
homeless by the quake 
and tsunami, more than 
100,000 people remain in 
shelters across northern 
Japan. More than 25,000 
were killed or are missing.

Pet rescue 


► So far, 588 people have 
made visits to their homes. 
Another 16,000 more from 
nine towns are still lined 
up for trips that will be 
conducted over the next 
several weeks, according 
to nuclear safety official. 

► A government team also 
went with the residents to 
rescue stranded dogs. 

They brought out four, all 
of which were in good 
spirits. 

► Earlier in the crisis when 
prohibitions on entering 
the zone were not strictly 


enforced, several private 
groups left food and water 
for lost dogs, keeping 
many alive long enough to 
be rescued and returned 
to their owners. 

► Cats have been more diffi¬ 
cult to bring back. None 
were rescued Thursday. 

► Mihoko Watanabe, 73, 
said she left food and wa¬ 
ter for her cat, who 
remains at her home in 
Futaba but could not be 
captured and rescued. 

“I'm glad she's alive,”

old.”

War crimes fugitive 
arrested in Serbia 


Gen. Ratlco Mladic, the 
brutal Bosnian Serb mili- 
taiy commander suspected 
of leading the bloody mas¬ 
sacre of 8,000 Muslim men 
and boys, was arrested in a 
raid Thursday in Serbia af¬ 
ter years in hiding, the 
country’s president said. 

The arrest, which comes 
16 years after Mladic was 


indicted by the UN war 
crimes tribunal for geno¬ 
cide, could be a jolt for Ser¬ 
bia’s lagging efforts to join 
the European Union. 

Serbia has been under 
intense pressure from the 
international community 
to catch Europe’s most 
wanted war crimes suspect 
and the EU has insisted on 


his arrest as a condition 
for its membership bid. 

UN prosecutors have 
said they believed the sus¬ 
pect in the worst massacre 
in Europe since the Second 
World War was hiding in 
Serbia under the protec¬ 
tion of hardliners who con¬ 
sider him a hero.

Our painful memories 
could be “written over” 
and erased thanks to a 
stress-reducing drug, a 
group of Canadian scien¬ 
tists claim in what they 
have billed as a “break¬ 
through study.” 

According to re¬ 
searchers from the Univer¬ 
sity of Montreal, recalling 
memories of violence and 
trauma while under the in¬ 
fluence of the drug 
metyrapone lowers the 
brain’s ability to re-record 
the negative emotions as¬ 
sociated with them. 

Their study, compiled 
by a team at the Centre for 
Studies on Human Stress 
of Louis-H. Lafontaine Hos¬ 
pital, disputes the notion 
that memories cannot be

Google launches wallet of the future 


O Google’s ‘single tap’ solution allows shoppers to pay with a tap of their phone 


Google Inc. launched its bid 
to dominate a world where 
the smartphone has re¬ 
placed the wallet as the 
container for credit cards, 
coupons and receipts. 

It’s a vision shared by 
others. The Internet search 
and advertising company 
faces tough competition 
from cellphone companies 
and Visa, which all want to 
play a central role in tying 
together phones, retailers 
and banks into a new pay¬ 
ment system. 

Google said Thursday 
that it’s launching a trial of 
its payment system in San 
Francisco and New York in 
co-operation with Master- 
Card and Citibank. It is 
opening it up to consumers 
in the summer. It then 
plans to expand across the 
country. 

Google faces the same 


hurdles that have stifled 
previous trials in recent 
years. The new Google Wal¬ 
let will initially work on 
only one smartphone, the 
Google Nexus S 4G carried 
by Sprint Nextel Corp. 

It will connect only to 
MasterCard PayPass termi¬ 
nals. There are more than 
135,000 of those in U.S. 
stores and restaurants, but 
that’s only a small fraction

Google calls it a “single¬ 
tap” solution, meaning 
shoppers should be able to 
pay with a single tap of 
their phone on a payment 
terminal, or a swipe past it. 
But in a demonstration at 
Thursday’s New York 
event, a Google executive 
had to tap twice, then sign 
on the screen of the termi¬

Users aged 18 
to 34 were somewhat 
more interested with 27 
per cent expressing inter¬ 
est. Users were more will¬ 
ing to swipe a phone for 
other purposes, such as 
for using transit passes.

through. 

The mobile payments 
system is more secure than 
credit and debit cards with 
magnetic stripes, but 
Google apparently faces a 
challenge in convincing re¬ 
tailers and perhaps also 
consumers of that. 

The Wallet will initially 
work with a MasterCard 
from Citigroup Inc. and 
with a prepaid debit card is¬ 
sued by Google. 

Partner Sprint is the 
third-largest U.S. cellphone 
company. The other three 
of the four national carriers 
have formed a consortium, 
called ISIS, to create a wal¬ 
let that will compete with 
Google’s.

LONDON. A group of 
researchers claims it has 
found the most distant 
explosion ever detected, 
a pulse of high-energy 
radiation sent by a disin¬ 
tegrating star near the 
veiy edge of the observ¬ 
able universe. 

The stellar blast was 
first spotted by a NASA 
satellite in April 2009, 
but researchers 
announced Wednesday 
that they have since 
gathered data placing it 
more than 13-billion 
light years away — 
meaning the event took 
place when the universe 
was still in its infancy. 

Andrew Levan, one of 
the scientists behind the 
discovery, said this blast 
from the past blew open 
a window into the 
universe’s early years, 
showing that massive 
stars were already dying 
within the first few hun¬ 
dred million years of the 
birth of the universe. 

This particular explo¬ 
sion wasn’t a supernova 
but a gamma ray burst, 
the name given to a 
short but powerful pulse 
of high-energy radiation. 
Such bursts, thought to 
result from the collapse 
of massive stars into 
black holes, shoot jets of 
energy across the 
universe.

Johnny Depp is back in the 
scarves, jewels and eyelin¬ 
er, bumbling his way from 
one adventure to the next 
as the insouciant Capt. 
Jack Sparrow in Pirates of 
the Caribbean: On 
Stranger Tides. It’s the 
fourth movie in the mon¬ 
strously popular Disney 
franchise and it’s given 
Depp one of his signature 
characters.

He's ini¬ 
tially feared, but then his 
gentle demeanour wins 
over the bored residents 
of a tacky suburban 
enclave, including the 
beautiful teenager Kim 
(Winona Ryder). 

It's a whimsical and 
dark fairy tale, and Depp's 
delicate performance is 
just heartbreaking. I cry 
every time I watch it. 


Ed Wood 
1994 

Depp's next film with 
Burton was the hilarious, 
sorta-true, black-and- 
white biopic about the di¬ 
rector Ed Wood, who 
achieved cult status by fa¬ 
mously making some of 
the worst films known to 
mankind, including Plan 
9 From Outer Space and 
Glen or Glenda. 

Depp infused the per¬ 
formance with the clue¬ 
less, cheery optimism of 
a would-be auteur. But in 
portraying Wood's secret 
inner life — his proclivity 
for dressing in women’s 
clothing — he also found 
a sweetness and a sensi¬ 
tivity. 

You get the feeling 
that Depp (and Burton) 
were never making fun of 
Wood, but rather 
saluting him with an af¬ 
fectionate homage. 


Pirates of the 
Caribbean: The Curse 
of the Black Pearl 
(2003) 

The first time he played 
the role of Capt. Jack 
Sparrow, it was a startling 
thing to behold. He 
seemed kinda drunk and 
vaguely effeminate, out 
of control yet always on 
top of his game. 

Depp was clearly chan¬ 
neling Keith Richards 
(who would show up in 
later installments in a 
cameo as Jack's dad), and 
yet he had created an in¬ 
delible figure that was 
entirely his own. It was 
unpredictable, and that 
was thrilling. The first Pi¬ 
rates movie earned Depp 
the first of his three best- 
actor nominations. Now 
the novelty has long 
since worn off, but Jack 
can still be a kick. 


Sweeney Todd: 

The Demon Barber 
of Fleet Street 
(2007) 

Back with Burton, Depp 
earned his third best-ac¬ 
tor Oscar nomination for 
playing the title character 
in this film adaptation of 
Stephen Sondheim's 
revered musical. He and 
co-star Helena Bonham 
Carter aren't exactly 
singing — they're really 
acting the music most of 
the time — but that 
makes the whole experi¬ 
ence feel even more 
frightening. 

Still, in playing a 
vengeful barber who slits 
his customers' throats, 
Depp took on the kind of 
challenging role that's 
become his trademark; 
he can do anything, and 
he makes it look easy. 
With his shock of black- 
and-white hair and an 
obsessed look in his dark¬ 
ened eyes, Depp's Todd 
could be a long-lost, evil 
relative of Edward 
Sdssorhands. 


Rango 

( 2011 ) 

With an honourary men¬ 
tion for Tim Burton's 
Corpse Bride (2005). 
These animated films re¬ 
veal Depp's ability to 
provide a rich characteri¬ 
zation, even when you 
can’t see him. 

In Rango, he lends his 
voice as a quick-talking 
lizard with a flair for the 
theatrical. Dumped in the 
tiny desert town of Dirt, 
this domesticated pet 
reinvents himself as Ran¬ 
go, and he’s one tough 
hombre. 

Depp is wonderfully 
goofy here; he sounds 
playful and free. In the 
gorgeous and strange 
Corpse Bride, a wonder 
of stop-motion animation 
and digital technology, 
Depp dials it down to 
play a young man who’s 
shy, skittish and subdued, 
but just as fully fleshed 
out as any human being 
he’s portrayed through¬ 
out his varied career.

Whatever its actual com¬ 
mercial potential, Tree of 
Life will open in June in an 
attempt to capitalize on its 
much-publicized Palme, but 
other Cannes buzz items 
will only show up in Canada 
during September’s Toronto 
International Film Festival. 

It’s likely that one of 
these will be perennial 


provocateur Lars Von Trier’s 
new apocalyptic melodra¬ 
ma Melancholia, which saw 
its director banned from a 
festival he’s dominated for 
the past decade. 

Not because of anything 
onscreen, but because of his 
remarks at a press confer¬ 
ence claiming (in a badly 
conceived joke) that he felt 
some sympathy for Adolf 
Hitler. 

Von Trier has been con¬ 
trite, but he must know 
that on some level, any pub¬ 
licity is good publicity, and 
the combination of contro¬ 
versy and a stariy cast — in¬ 
cluding Kirsten Dunst, who 
may have resurrected her 
professional reputation by 
taking home a Best Actress 
prize from the official jury 
— may give Melancholia 
the biggest "Cannes bump" 
of all.

We spend so much 
time researching and 
searching for the next big 
song/album/artist that we 
don’t spend enough time 
actually savouring music 
anymore. This is why so 
many people rely on recom¬ 
mendations from friends, 
curators and algorithms. 

Some have found salva¬ 
tion in various apps for 
their smartphones and 
tablets.

Discovr (iPod touch, 
iPhone, iPad, Android;

Fright¬ 
eningly addictive. 

Hitlantis (iPhone, iPad, 
Android; free): Similar to 
Discovr, this app displays 
artists who have registered 
with the service. Each 
band appears as a colour- 
coded planet orbiting the 
Hitlantis sun. The closer 
an act is to the sun, the 
more popular it is with 
users of the app. If you’re 
interested in indie, 
unsigned and 
undiscovered bands, this is 
a gold mine. 

Moodagent (iPod 
touch, iPhone, iPad, An¬ 
droid; $4.99): After ana¬ 
lyzing all the music on 
your device, Moodagent of¬ 


fers a series of emotion-re¬ 
lated slider controls that 
allow you to create mood- 
based playlists, tailoring 
the music for your current 
headspace and location. 
And should you want to 
share how you’re feeling, 
Moodagent connects with 
Faceboolc and Twitter. 

Shazam (iPod touch, 
iPhone, iPad, Android; 
free for the basic 
version): Ever been some¬ 
where and heard a song 
that you liked but couldn’t 
identify? With Shazam, 
you just hold up your 
device so it can “hear” 
what’s playing. After a few 
seconds, the app comes 
back with the name of the 
song, the artist and a 
chance to instantly 
purchase the song right on 
your device.

Festival bound? Best plan ahead 


O You scored tickets to this summer’s hottest festival, 
but that doesn’t guarantee a good time © Here’s where 
to stand, what to bring and getting your money’s worth

It’s summer music festival 
season, which means hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of con¬ 
cert-goers will herd into 
dusty fields or the wet 
grass and pass out from a 
combination of heat ex¬ 
haustion and over-in¬ 
dulging. Fun! But don’t let 
it happen to you. There are 
a few key do’s and don’ts 
to make the most of out¬ 
door shows this sum¬ 
mer. 

Frank Bombaci Sr. 
is the organizer of the 
third annual B.O.M.B. 

Fest, taking place this 
May in Hartford, 
Conn. With marquee 
acts like Weezer, 
Snoop Dogg, Wiz 
Khalifa and Best Coast 
playing, we figured 
we could trust him to 
share some of his tips 
to do festivals right. 

Plan ahead 

“You want to get 
to the event ear¬ 
ly and stake out 
some good 

strategic spots,” 
says Bombaci. 

“With a festival 
like ours, there 
is so much mu¬ 
sic and multiple 
stages, you 
should look at 
the schedule 


and map out your strate¬ 
gies. Anchoring your day 
around the one band you 
definitely need to see will 
help you figure out what 
you have time to check out 
elsewhere.” 

Don’t lurk by 
the main stage 

“Pay attention to all the 
stages and really give 
those artists the opportu¬ 
nity to be heard. At the 
smaller

stages the music is phe¬ 
nomenal, even if lots of 
times people don’t really 
know who they are,” he 
says. “They might be head¬ 
lining next year, so now’s 
your chance to see them 
up close.” 

What to carry in 

“It’s always good to bring a 
rain jacket,” says Bombaci. 
“You never know when 
the rain gods are gonna 
open up a bit.” Actually, 
yes you do. Dur¬ 
ing every out¬ 
door concert 
ever! Another 
tip: Lots of festi¬ 
vals, like 

B.O.M.B., have re¬ 
laxed the restric¬ 
tions on bringing 
water into the 
venue, but not 
all. Find out 
ahead of time 
what you can 
bring. And, it’s ob- 
but worth noting:

“At our event,” says Bom¬ 
baci, “it’s not wise to bring 
in any kind of cooler. 
Those aren’t going to be al¬ 
lowed. You usually can’t 
bring in a professional- 
style camera either. Pocket 
cameras are cool, but peo¬ 
ple have to be understand¬ 
ing that artists don’t like 
flashes in their faces.” 

Find the right angle 

“One thing about festivals 
that have multiple stages, 


there’s always sound 
bleed. It’s always a good 
idea to get close to the 
stage, and near the centre 
of the stage, to reduce 
sound bleed form other 
stages,” advises Bombaci. 
“If a person can afford it, 
buy a VIP ticket. It’s always 
going to be in a great view¬ 
ing area, in the shade out 
of the sun, and strategical¬ 
ly placed so you get good 
sound quality.” 

Other mistakes 


“I’ve seen people bring 
small children to festivals, 
which is cool to expose 
them to music and a fun 
crowd, but you’ve got to 
make sure you bring ear 
protection for kids, and 
make sure they’re lath¬ 
ered up with sunscreen.” 
But what about my other 
child — the family dog or 
another family pet? “Our 
events don’t allow pets, 
but some do,” says Bom¬ 
baci. “I don’t think it’s a 
wise idea.”

Willie 
Nelson headlines the travel¬ 
ling festival that kicks off 
Friday in Philadelphia. 

Jamey Johnson, Randy 
Houser, Lee Brice and 
Brantley Gilbert among 
others will join the Nelsons 
on the 25-city tour. And 
while the iconic Country 
Music Hall of Famer is look¬ 
ing forward to seeing those 
guys, he’s really excited to 
spend the summer touring 
with his son. No offence. 

“Oh, I can’t wait,” Willie 
Nelson said. “I’m looking 
really forward to it. We 


have a lot of fun together 
and I’m so proud of him 
that he’s doing so good.” 

Lukas Nelson released 
his first self-titled album 
with his band, Promise of 
the Real, last year and ex¬ 
pects to play 250 or more 
shows in 2011. There are 
times when he looks, 
sounds and plays like his 
dad, but the 22-year-old gui¬ 
tarist is clearly attempting 
to cut his own path. 

The album is filled with 
rock ‘n’ roll, from flaming 
electric Texas blues rock to 
spacey and spiritual psyche¬ 
delia. 

He covers deep influ¬ 
ences Neil Young and Jimi 
Hendrix on the album and 
at times sounds more like 
the offspring of Stevie Ray 
Vaughn than the heir of the 
Nelson clan.

O For those about to write, AC/DC’s Brian Johnson salutes 
you O Says he has 10 cars now, but only 3 trademark caps 




Brian Johnson actually 
wrote the book, Rockers 
and Rollers. 

Not only does this mean 
that the AC/DC singer 
didn’t have a ghostwriter, 
as many musicians who put 
out memoirs do, but John¬ 
son put actual pen to paper. 

“I just had a legal pad 
and a pen,” he says, his 
cheeiy speaking voice 
sounding more like a story¬ 
teller who draws you in 
with a whisper at a pub 
than the high-pitched 
scream that has belted out 
some of the hardest hits to 
packed rock arenas. 

Johnson says he began 
the book when AC/DC were 
working on their most re¬ 
cent album. 

“As a vocalist, when you 
go into the studio, you usu¬ 
ally hang around for a cou¬ 
ple of weeks until they get 
the sound right on the gui¬ 
tars and the drums,” he 
says. 


“There’s a lot of time do¬ 
ing nothing, so I just started 
putting these things down.” 

Johnson’s book is not the 
typical rock ’n’ roll stoiy of 
a small-town kid made 
good. He tells his tale via 
the cars in his life. 

“My memoiy is so bad 
that the only time I remem¬ 
bered things was when I 
thought of motor cars,” he 
says. 

The writing of Rockers 
and Rollers is not unlike an 
AC/DC song. It’s humorous, 
it’s fun and it’s to the point.

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Telling the Big Easy story 


O It’s not only make-believe: 

TV dramas like Treme, set in post¬ 
hurricane Katrina New Orleans, 
are setting a new high 


No television drama exists 
in a vacuum. Many of the 
best draw freely from un¬ 
scripted, unruly real life. 

That’s certainly the case 
with Treme, HBO’s glorious 
series set in post-Katrina 
New Orleans. 

Right now, especially, it 
would be hard for the cre¬ 
ators of Treme to shut their 
eyes to the real-life drama 
bearing down on the city. 

It’s just outside the win¬ 
dow of their production of¬ 
fice in the Lower Garden 
District and, what is more 
alarming, upriver, where 
the Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers has opened the Mor- 
ganza spillway, flooding 
rural areas in an attempt to 
protect Baton Rouge and 
New Orleans from the 
swollen Mississippi. 

A flood and its after- 
math is what Treme is 
about, though no one 
would call it a disaster dra¬ 
ma. 

Instead, it focuses on a 
wide swath of locals and 
their stubborn insistence 
on returning to normal 
life, which is to say, to the 
distinctive, sassy good life 
of New Orleans that has al¬ 
ways outlived one disaster 
after another. 

“It has always been a 
city where calamity and 
death are intertwined with 
the city’s vibrancy in a veiy 
strange way,” said Treme 
co-creator David Simon a 


few days ago. 

In the hands of Simon 
and co-creator Eric 
Overmyer, this raw truth 
has nourished a piquantly 
authentic tale as Treme un¬ 
folds in its second season. 

“We’re really following 
the history of post-Katrina 
New Orleans, and using it 
as a metaphor for what’s 
happened to urban Ameri¬ 
ca,” said Simon. 

“We feel a responsibility 
to not cheat at narrative 
too much, and that limits 
us in some ways.” 

But even as they stay 
historically faithful in their 
storytelling, they explore 
ways to let the present in¬ 
form their depiction of the 
past. 

“You pay attention to 
everything that’s happen¬ 
ing now, and use what 
seems to be indicative of a 
true theme,” Simon ex¬ 
plained, “using it as you 
credibly can in the year 
that you’re depicting. 

He offered an example: 
“None of our characters 
can know in 2006 that the 
Saints are going to win the 
Super Bowl in 2010. But 
you can understand how 
much the Saints meant to 
the city in 2006. So, this 
season, we’re hitting the 
Saints at points in the nar¬ 
rative to underline what 
they mean to the average 
New Orleanian.”
